In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, clear element-by-element match has been described below. Things clearly shown in reference 
patent drawing qualify as prior art features, even though unexplained by the specification. In re Mraz, 173 
USPQ 25 (CCPA1972). 

Wooldridge et al. (USPN 6,086,230) teaches a frame for a window with a support face between 
an inside edge and an outside edge of a framing for a window with a support face between an inside 
edge and an outside edge of a framing for being covered by a periphery of the window that is 
connected in a sealed manner to the outside edge. 

Note: claims in a pending application should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation 
(e.g., "sealed manner). In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CGPA 1974). 




In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 'the window DOES cover the 
support face ... etc.") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light 
of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 
988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed, Cir. 1993).
